Two Common Fallacies 
N 
OW that every man is his own econo­ 
mist, and even the dumbest of us nev­ 
e r hesitate# a minute to work out his own 
particular remedy for our economic ills, it 
might be just as well to not 
two 
very 
common fallacies which were badly bounc­ 
ed around recently. 
One: that wage-earners are 
gradually 
getting a smaller and smaller share of the 
national income as great fortunes pile up 
Two: T hat advertising so 
greatly 
In­ 
creases the cost of 
goods 
that 
things 
would be cheaper if they were not adver­ 
tised. 
A great many people assume the truth 
of one or the other of these 
hypotheses 
without worrying much 
about 
whether 
they are true or not. But both questions 
save been carefully studied recently, and 
;he result# of the studies are intereating. 
First, Secretary of 
Commerce 
Harry 
Hopkins had a thorough study made 
of 
*here the national income went in 1938. 
And thia was the conclusion: that 
the 
wage-earners' share was the greatest 
of 
any year since a n y calculation began to 
oe made of the national income. 
Dividends, that is, the reward of Invest­ 
ed capital, fell off one-third from 
1937, 
Wages paid to employes In 19 38 fell 
off 
7 per cent from 19 37, due more to reduc­ 
ed employment than to reductions in pay. 
But the share of the wage-earners reach­ 
ed a new all-time high of 67.3 per cent. 
In short, the entire national income 
was 
down 18 billions from 
the 
1929 
peak, 
though it has been raised 6 0 per cent from 
the depression low. But of that reduced 
income, the wage-earner got 
a 
bigger 
share than ever before. 


Second, the Twentieth Century 
Fund, 
which 
has 
been 
studying 
distribution 
problems, found thai the cost of advertis­ 
ing is far less than many have supposed. 
The cost actually is from a small fraction 
of I per cent to a maximum of about 18 
per cent. On many widely-advertised prod 
ucts it was infinitesimal, and the average 
lor all goods was set at less than 3 per 
cent of the cost of the 
final 
purchaser 
The cost, for instance, iii cigarets selling 
at 14 cents was just over a half cent 
a 
package. A widely adxertised soft drink 
put less than 16-100the of a cent’s worth 
of advertising into each flve-cent glass. A 
standard breakfast food paid 3-l00ths of 
a cent for a 3 5-cent package 
Obviously, when the wider distribution, 
with consequent lower production costs is 
balanced against such small 
percentage 
expenditures as these, a good argument 
could be made that advertising had a ctu ­ 
ally reduced the cost to the final consum ­ 
er. 
That s one handicap of us amateur econ­ 
omists. We so often start off 
from 
the 
wrong information that it s no wonder if 
we sometimes wind up behind sonm eight­ 
ball on the pool table of economic t h e o r y

Has Ample Resources 
“ r p H E trade program of the United Stat- 
•A es Is based, fundamentally, on 
the 
truth that if Individual ability and skill 
can be released generally throughout 
the 
world, and if men everywhere can more 
freely seek opportunity to make and ex­ 
change, to their mutual advantage, their 
products and services, a continuing vista 
of prosperity is possible.” said Secretary 
of State Cordell Hull in a recent address. 
“Governmental action can open oppor­ 
tunities and remove artificial hindrances. 
When this is done, the vision and energy 
of men can safely be relied upon to take 
advantage of these opportunities.’’ 
con­ 
tinued the Secretary. “ This earth has a m ­ 
ple resources for Its Inhabitants lf 
they 
are enabled to work freely; but these are 
of little use lf the reasonable 
flow 
of 
economic life is obstructed.” 
These are brave words and true. When 
the rest of the w’orld can see and u n d e r­ 
stand them, the first line obstruction 
to 
better times will have 
been 
conquered. 
The barriers at the root of 
the 
world's 
major ills are at bottom economic 
and 
not political. It Is in the nature of things 
that we shall all be selfish at heart, 
but 
there are two kinds of selfishness, — blind, 
and enlightened. America offers a stan d ­ 
ing invitation to all the world to loin Its 
program, and we can be justly proud of 
our contribution to world affairs. 
Until human being understand th at eco­ 
nomic troubles alw’aya precede and are the 
foundation of 
political 
disorder, 
there 
never will be assured peace, 
confidence 
and 
progress 
among the peoples of the 
earth. The job Is one of 
education, 
of 
thinking things out. and It would be far 
easier lf the millions of common people 
In every country would 
do 
their 
own 
thinking instead of letting someone else 
do it for them,— often at the loss of In­ 
tellectual freedom and th* domination of 
whole nations by dictatorships and cliques.

World Affairs 
Reviewed

Washington, D. C.— In these days when 
citizens throughout the world are being 
heavily taxed, there is little wonder that 
the Principality of Monaco la more 
often 
thought of as a tax-free land than as the 
location of the world's most famous gam­ 
ing 
place. That fame now’, however, be­ 
longs to history, for Monte Carlo— Mon­ 
aco’s chief city— has seen its heyday. 
Freedom from taxation arises from the 
circumstance that a company obtained the 
gambling concession from 
the 
reigning 
Prince, paying large enough 
sums 
into 
the coffers of the Principality 
to 
make 
taxation unnecessary. 
Periodically, 
the 
concession has been renewed and Its terms 
adjusted. The last revision 
expires 
in 
1 947 so, until then at least, there will be 
freedom from taxes. But there is a catch 
In this arrangem ent in that Monegasques 
themselves are not permitted to play. 
Originally 
Monaco 
was 
the 
private 
property of the great Genoese family 
of 
Grimaldi and collateral descendants still 
occupy the throne. Vicissitudes have been 
many. The French Revolution resulted in 
annexation by France but, by the Treaty 
of 1814, following Waterloo, 
the 
P rin ­ 
cipality was restored to the family. 
1 
Eight square miles in area, and with 
’more than two miles of coastline touch­ 
ing the bluest of seas, Monaco is political 
ly an artificial state. Chance gave it rich­ 
es, hut chance reversed its fortunes. Big 
ger gaming activities elsewhere and other 
amusements have robbed Monte Carlo not 
only of its profits but also of most 
of 
its lure. Moving picture palaces in scores 
of cities are now more ornate th an 
the 
gilded rooms of Monte 
Carlo’s 
famous 
casino. 
Long before the depression broke 
the 
bank which no 
player 
had 
conquered. 
Monaco had come to offer such variety of 
amusements that prosperity will doubtless 
return. On the golf courses players can 
drive toward the snowy summits of 
the 
Maritime Alps. On tennis courts down be­ 
tween the mountains and the rock penin­ 
sula. famous players stimulate an em u la ­ 
tion which makes every club 
a 
favorite 
place. Into the port of Hercules come the 
spotless yachts of many nations. 
Few 
visitors 
to 
Monte 
Carlo 
have 
known whether they were in the tiny prin­ 
cipality or in France, for It is only a step 
from tax-free Monaco into France, 
and 
the latter does nothing to emphasize the 
transition, for it does not wish to avoid 
the favorable 
publicity 
which 
Monaco 
gets. 
But Monaco is not a place where only 
frivolity and pleasure-seeking are para­ 
mount. Whatever may be said about the 
little country, and about Monte Carlo, the 
best of all good 
company 
congregates 
there. Here members of the aristocracy of 
Intellect come together. From all parts of 
the world come great leaders in thought 
Its richness of history, interest 
In 
sci­ 
ence, and its effort toward peace of 
the 
world mark the little country as one will­ 
ing to do its share for m an k in d ’s advance­ 
ment. 
Anthropology 
and 
mythology 
rather 
than history supply t hi* earliest 
begin­ 
nings of Monaco and its people. Recorded 
history of the place does not go so far 
back. Before the advent of the Gaul 
a 
still older race peopled the land stretch­ 
ing from the mouth of the Rhine to the 
further limits of the Etruria. They were 
a much lower race. small of stature but 
strong, active and brave. Not 
much 
Is 
known of them, for they left neither mon­ 
uments nor literature. There Is, however, 
evidence that they survived many invas­ 
ions. notably that of 
the 
Phoenician 
fleets. The overcoming of this resistance

The Washington 
Merry-Go-Round 


BY PEARSON AND ALLEX 
W ashington— The King and Queen w ill 
soon receive a personal gift 
from 
Presi­ 
dent and Mrs. Roosevelt, in nem ory 
of 
the W ashington visit. The gift consists of 
an album of radio transcription# 
of 
the 
music which the royal pair heard at 
the 
W hite House, follow ing the State dtnner. 
When that concert wa# over, the King 
asked his host if he could get recording# 
of what he had heard. R esult was that all 
the singers — Lawrence Tibbett, Marian 
Anderson, Kate Sm ith, Alan 
Lomax, 
the 
Kentucky mountain singers and the Negro 
spiritualists— made recordings 
of 
three 
numbers each. And 
Tibbett 
and 
Rate 
Smith threw in a little personal greeting 
to the King and the President. 
The album contains eighteen 
12-inch 
phonograph records. Only four sets have 
been made— one for the King and Queen, 
one tor President and Mrs. Roosevelt, one 
for Secretary Hull and one 
for 
British 
Ambassador Sir Ronald Lindsay. 
The studio which prepared 
the 
tran­ 
scriptions signed an agreem ent with 
the 
State Department not to release any 
of 
these records to the public. These are the 
only four sets that ever will be made. 
Note— Vice President Garner, who 
did 
not attend the Marian Anderson concert 
Lincoln Memorial, was forced to sit 
with the King and Queen and the Roose­ 
velts in the first row during Miss Ander­ 
son’s recital at the W hite House. He had 
rather a glum look on his face and 
did 
not applaud once, even though the Queen 
applauded vigorously. 
— JAPAN MEANS WAR— 
The uncensored reports regarding Japa­ 
nese insults to the British in China 
are 
worse than the newspaper accounts. 
The 
British don't want too much sensational 
news to get back to England, for fear of 
arousing the British public, but the real 
fact is that at least one 
British 
woman 
has been raped by Japanese soldiers, and 
many other insults have been perpetrated. 
Reason for this news suppression is the 
obvious fact that the British cannot 
af­ 
ford a war in the Far East while a war 
also is ready to break in Europe. 
And the Japanese have made it all too 
clear that they are ready for war. This 
fact was laid before British 
Ambassador 
Cragie by the Vice M inister of Foreign Af­ 
fairs in Tokyo when the British first issu­ 
ed their threat to blockade Japan. 
Ambassador Cragie was informed 
that 
such a blockade would draw from Japan 
an imm ediate declaration of war. The in­ 
cident at Tientsin, Cragie was told, was a 
local matter, involving the wrath of 
the 
local Japanese 
commander 
against 
the 
British Consul General; while a blockade 
against Japan was 
a 
national 
matter, 
w’hich would be resisted 
by 
the 
entire 
Japanese navy. 
This differentiation, 
of 
course, 
wa* 
sheer poppycock, since the Japanese Gov­ 
ernment is behind the Tientsin fracas. But 
anyway, this threat, when cabled to Lon­ 
don by Cragie, produced great 
constat­ 
ation in the cabinet, and is the chief rea­ 
son 
Britain 
delayed 
carrying out its 
threat. 
— CIO-A FL DISPUTE— 
A secret row took place during the re­ 
cent m eeting of the AFL executive 
com­ 
m ittee over the CIO-A FL peace terms. 
The row resulted from a question asked 
by the CIO at the first m eeting 
of 
the 
two negotiating com m ittees. 
"Green say* the AFL is ready to 
take 
back all the original unions that formed 
the CIO.” said the CIO negotiators. “W hat 
does that mean? As they were then or are 
now?” 
The question was of crucial importance 
since most of the unions had largely ex­ 
panded their ranks. For example: 
The 
United Mine W orkers now includes chem ­ 
ical workers, 
while 
the 
Amalgamated 
Clothing W orkers has swallowed up most 
of the AFL’* textile and laundry unita. 
The AFL delegation was unable to an­ 
swer the question and asked for tim e 
to 
subm it it to Green. A week later, the com ­ 
m ittee returned with an eight-page mem­ 
orandum which, in effect, said 
neither 
yes nor no. The Lewis group 
refuted 
to 
accept the answer and reiterated its 
de­ 
mand. The subject was argued for several 
days and 
finally 
the 
AFL 
com m ittee 
agreed on this compromise: 
That the original CIO unions be taken 
back with their expanded membership and 
that after they had rejoined the AKL, the 
question of conflicting 
jurisdiction 
be­ 
tween the rival AFL 
and 
CIO 
unions 
would be arbitrated. 
The CIO com m ittee accented the 
pro­ 
posal— as well they might. 
It meant a trem endous tactical victory 
for them ; for once the A FL adm itted the 
principle of rival jurisdiction, 
then 
the 
way was open for the CIO to demand that 
all its 41 unions be 
accepted 
into 
the 
AFL.

Gothenberg, 
Sweden—-Gothen­ 
berg, a Swedish city laid out by 
Dutch engineers in 1619, is the 
home of Mrs. G. Kronvall, sister, 
............... 
and G. Pearson, 
I youngest brother 
of Mrs. Charles 
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employed in the Gothenberg ship 
yards as plumbing inspector. Mr. 
Kronvall runs a tailor ship in the 
city. 
Swedish 
people, 
returning to 
Sweden from the 
United 
States, 
discouraged 
by 
our 
depression, 
have, to a certain extent dissipat­ 
ed fables of American prosperity 
and opportunity. 
While 
visiting 
with the relatives of Mrs. Jacob­ 
son your 
correspondent 
gained 
the impression that in some ways 
they still considered America the 
best country to 
find 
profitable 
employment. If the beautiful, mo­ 
dern homes in which both fami­ 
lies lived is any criterion of con­ 
ditions in Sweden, they need look 
no further than their own country 
for prosperity and contentment. 
The relatives of Mrs. Jacobson 
had many questions to ask about 
the American side of the family, 
and the United States in general. 
Their living in this land of short 
distances made the fact th a t Mrs. 
Jacobson had travelled over three 
thousand miles to visit with tmr 
children in California, 
seem 
in ­ 
credible. 
Describes Gothenberg 
Entering Sweden by 
way 
of 
Gothenberg is a most appropriate 
introduction to this country which 
combines thriving 
industry 
and 
practicality with cleanliness and 
quaint beauty. 
There is nothing elsewhere in, 
Europe quite 
like 
the 
strange 
rocky archipelago 
of 
the 
outer 
harbor of Gothenberg. 
The 
en­ 
trance to the harbor is dotted by 
small, stone-topped islands known 
as skerries. 
These 
serve a very 
helpful purpose 
in 
helping 
to 
break the force 
of 
heavy 
seas 
when the North Sea is in an ugly 
mood. 
In 
foggy 
weather 
they 
are 
treacherous and have sent more 
than one ship to a watery grave. 
In clear weather their distinctive

Two Common Fallacies 
N 
OW th a t every man is his own econo­ 
mist, and even the dumbest of us nev­ 
e r hesitates a minute to work out his own 
particular remedy for our economic ills. It 
might be Just as well to not 
two 
very 
common fallacies which were badly bounc­ 
ed around recently. 
One: that wage-earners are 
gradually 
getting a smaller abd smaller share of the 
uational income as great fortunes pile up. 
Two: T hat advertising so 
greatly 
In­ 
creases the cost of 
goods 
that 
things 
would be cheaper lf they were not adver­ 
tised. 


A great many people assume the truth 
of one or the other of these 
hypotheses 
without worrying much 
about 
whether 
they are true or not. But both questions 
lave been carefully studied recently, and 
;he results of the studies are interesting. 
First, Secretary of 
Commerce 
Harry 
Hopkins had a thorough study made 
of 
xhere the national income went in 1938. 
And this was the conclusion: that 
the 
wage-earners’ share was the greatest 
of 
any year since any calculation hogan to 
oe made of the national income. 
Dividends, that is, the reward of Invest­ 
ed capital, fell off one-third from 
1 937. 
Wages paid to employes in 1938 fell 
off 
7 per cent from 1 93 7, due more to red u c­ 
ed employment than to reductions in pay. 
But the share of the wage-earners reach- 
*d a new all-time high of 67 3 per cent. 
In short, the entire national income 
was 
down 18 billions from 
the 
1929 
peak, 
though it has been raised 60 per cent from 
the depression low. But of that reduced 
income, the wage-earner got 
a 
bigger 
share than ever before. 


Second, the Twentieth Century 
Fund, 
which 
has 
been 
studying 
distribution 
problems, found that the cost of advertis­ 
ing ie far less than many have supposed. 
The cost actually is from a small fraction 
of I per cent to a maximum of about 18 
per cent. On many widely-advertised prod 
ucts it was infinitesimal, and the average 
for a1! goods was set at less than 3 per 
cent of the cost of the 
final 
purchaser 
The cost, for instance, in cigarets selling 
at 14 cents was just over a half cent 
a 
package. A widely advertised soft drink 
put less than 16-lOOths of a cent’s worth 
of advertising into each flve-cer.t glass. A 
standard breakfast food paid 3-l00ths of 
a cent for a 15-cerit package 
Obviously, when the wider distribution, 
with consequent lower production costs is 
balanced against such small 
percentage 
expenditures as these, a good argument 
could be made that advertising had a c tu ­ 
ally reduced the cost lo the final consum ­ 
er. 
That s one handicap of us am ateur econ­ 
omists. We so often start off 
from 
the 
wrong information that it’s no wonder if 
we sometimes wind up behind sonn e i g h t - 1 
ball on the pool table ot economic th e o r y

■L os Is based, fundamentally, on

Washington, D. C.— In these days when 
citizens th roughout the world are being 
heavily taxed, there is little wonder that 
the Principality of Monaco is more 
often 
thought of as a tax-free land than as the 
location of the world's most famous gam ­ 
ing 
place. That fame now, however, be­ 
longs to history, for Monte Carlo— Mon­ 
aco's chief city— has seen its heyday 
Freedom from taxation arises from the 
circumstance that a company obtained tbe 
gambling concession from 
the 
reigning 
Prince, paying large enough 
sums 
into 
the coffers of the Principality 
to 
m ake 
taxation unnecessary. 
Periodically. 
the 
concession has been renewed and its terms 
adjusted. The last revision 
expires 
in 
194 7 so, until then at least, there will be 
freedom from taxes. But there is a catch 
in this arrangem ent in that Monegasques 
themselves are not permitted to play. 
Originally 
Monaco 
was 
the 
private 
property of the great Genoese family 
of 
Grimaldi and collateral descendants still 
occupy the throne. Vicissitudes have been 
many. The French Revolution resulted in 
annexation by France but, by the Treaty 
of 1814, following Waterloo, 
the 
P rin ­ 
cipality was restored to the family. 
d ig h t square miles in area, and with 
more than two miles of coastline touch­ 
ing (he bluest of seas, Monaco is political­ 
ly an artificial state. Chance gave It rich 
es. but chance reversed its fortunes. Big­ 
ger gaming activities elsewhere and other 
amusements have robbed Monte Carlo not 
only of its profits but also of most 
of 
its lure. Moving picture palaces in scores 
of cities are now more ornate than 
the 
gilded rooms of Monte 
Carlo's 
famous 
casino. 
Long before the depression broke 
the 
bank which no 
player 
had 
conquered, 
Monaco had come to offer such variety of 
amusements that prosperity will doubtless 
return. On the golf courses players can 
drive toward the snowy summits of 
the 
Maritime Alps. On tennis courts down be 
tween the mountains and the rock penin­ 
sula. famous players stimulate an em ula ­ 
tion which makes every club 
a 
favorite 
place. Into the port of Hercules come the 
spotless yachts of many nations. 
Few 
visitors 
to 
Monte 
Carlo 
have 
known whether they were in the tiny prin ­ 
cipality or in France, for it is only a step 
from tax-free Monaco into France, 
and 
the latter does nothing to emphasize the 
transition, for it does not wish to avoid 
the favorable 
publicity 
which 
Monaco 
gets. 
But Monaco is not a place where only 
frivolity and pleasure-seeking are para­ 
mount. Whatever may be said about the 
little country, and about Monte Carlo, the 
best of all good 
company 
congregates 
there. Here members of the aristocracy of 
Intellect come together. From all parts or 
the world come great leaders in thought 
Its richness of history, interest 
In 
sci­ 
ence, and its effort toward peace of 
toe 
world mark the Itttlo country as one will 
Ing to do its share for m ankind’s advance­ 
ment. 
Anthropology 
and 
mythology 
rather 
than history supply tho earliest 
begin­ 
nings of Monaco and its people. Recorded 
history of the place does not go so far 
back. Before the advent of the Gaul 
a 
still older race peopled the land stretch­ 
ing from the mouth of the Rhine to tho 
further limits of the Etruria. They were 
a much lower race, small of stature but 
strong, active and brave. Not 
much 
is 
known of them, for they left neither mon­ 
uments nor literature. There is, however, 
evidence that they survived many invas­ 
ions. notably that of 
the 
Phoenician 
fleets. The overcoming of this resistance 
has been regarded by some as having giv­ 
en rise to the many legends of the local­ 
ity which have served as fragments 
of 
history. Such myths are often more im­ 
portant than the bare facts of history. 
HISTORIC BACKGROUND— 
Under the Caesars. Monaco became an 
important place, 
and 
Homan 
jewelry 
found there In recent years shows that it 
was inhabited by influential and wealthy 
Romans. A collection of this jewelry may 
be st en in Monaco's notable museum. It 
is said to be one of the most interesting 
of its kind in the world. 
Monaco points with pride to great men 
and events of Its htstorv 
For example the 
claim Is made t h a t Christianity was first 
p r e a c h e d in the Maritime Alps by B a rn a ­ 
bas, fellow-laborer with Paul. It 
is 
true 
that history cannot prove this as a fact, 
but the story has been told so long that 
it is accepted as a fact, 
and 
w’hile 
a 
critical world regards Monte Carlo as 
a 
wicked place, there Is local pride in feel­ 
ing that on t h e soil of Monaco some 
of 
the world's 
first 
Christian 
missionary 
work was started.

W ashington— The K ing and Queen will 
soon receive a personal gift 
from 
Presi­ 
dent and Mrs. Roosevelt, in memory 
of 
the W ashington visit. The gift consists of 
an album of radio transcriptions 
of 
the 
music which the royal pair heard at 
the. 
W hite House, follow ing the State dtnner. 
When that concert was over, the King 
asked his host if he could get recordings 
of what he had heard. R esult was that all 
the singers — Lawrence Tibbett, Marian 
Anderson, R ate Sm ith, Alan 
Lomax, 
the 
Kentucky m ountain singers and the Negro 
spiritualists— made recordings 
of 
three 
numbers each. And 
Tibbett 
and 
Rate 
Smith threw in a little personal greeting 
to the King and the President. 
The album contains eighteen 
12-inch 
phonograph records. Only four sets have 
been made— one for the King and Queen, 
one for President and Mrs. Roosevelt, one 
for Secretary H ull and one 
for 
British 
Ambassador Sir Ronald Lindsay. 
The studio which prepared 
the 
tran­ 
scriptions signed an agreem ent with 
the 
State Department not to release any 
of 
these records to the public. These are the 
only four sets that ever will be made. 
Note— Vice President Garner, who 
did 
not attend the Marian Anderson concert 
at Lincoln M emorial, was forced to sit 
with the King and Queen and the Roose­ 
velts in the first row during Miss Ander­ 
son’s recital at the W hite House. He had 
rather a glum look on his face and 
did 
not applaud once, even though the Queen 
applauded vigorously. 
— JAPAN MEANS WAR— 
The uncensored reports regarding Japa­ 
nese insults to the British in China 
are 
worse than the newspaper accounts. 
The 
British don’t want too much sensational 
news to get back to England, for fear of 
arousing the British public, but the real 
fact is that at least one 
British 
woman 
has been raped by Japanese soldiers, and 
many other insults have been perpetrated. 
Reason for this news suppression is the 
obvious fact that the British cannot 
af­ 
ford a war in the Far East while a war 
also is ready to break in Europe. 
And the Japanese have made it all too 
clear that they are ready for war. Thia 
fact was laid before British 
Ambassador 
Cragie by the Vice M inister of Foreign Af­ 
fairs in Tokyo when the British first issu­ 
ed their threat to blockade Japan. 
Ambassador Cragie was informed 
that 
such a blockade would draw from Japan 
an immediate declaration of war. The in­ 
cident at Tientsin, Cragie was told, was a 
local matter, involving the wrath of 
the 
local Japanese 
com m ander 
against 
the 
British Consul General; while a blockade 
against Japan was 
a 
national 
matter, 
which would be resisted 
by 
the 
entire 
Japanese navy. 
This differentiation, 
of 
course, 
was 
sheer poppycock, since the Japanese Gov­ 
ernment is behind the Tientsin fracas. But 
anyway, this threat, when cabled to Lon­ 
don by Cragie, produced great 
eonster- 
ation in the cabinet, and is the chief rea­ 
son 
Britain 
delayed 
carrying out its 
threat.

If the beautiful, mo­ 
dern homes in which both fami­ 
lies lived is any criterion of con­ 
ditions in Sweden, they need look 
no further than their own country 
for prosperity and contentment. 
The relatives of Mrs. Jacobson 
had many questions to ask about 
the American side of the family, 
and the United States in ceneral. 
Their living in this land of short 
distances made the fact that. Mrs. 
Jacobson bad travelled over three 
thousand miles to visit with her 
children in California, 
seem 
in­ 
credible. 
Describes Gothenberg 
Entering Sweden by 
way 
of 
Gothenberg is a most appropriate 
introduction to this country which 
combines thriving 
industry 
and 
practicality with cleanliness and 
quaint beauty. 
There is nothing elsewhere in 
Europe quite 
like 
the 
strange 
rocky archipelago 
of 
the 
outer 
harbor of Gothenberg. 
The 
en­ 
trance to the harbor is dotted by 
small, stone-topped islands known 
as skerries. 
These 
serve a very 
helpful purpose 
in 
helping 
to 
break the force 
of 
heavy 
seas 
when the North Sea is in an ugly 
mood. 
In 
foggy 
weather 
they 
are 
treacherous and have sent more 
than one ship to a watery grave. 
In clear weather their distinctive 
charm viewed from the deck of 
an approaching 
ship, 
seems to 
form stepping stones to the hills 
on which the city Is built. 
As in other Scandinavian sea 
coast cities, the harbor is the very 
heart of Gothenberg. The whole 
panorama of tho prosperous city 
of 270,000 persons seems center­ 
ed in the bustling activity of its 
extensive harbor. One of the first 
observations of the visitor is the 
orderly way in which business in 
the harbor is carried 
on. 
Here 
one finds very little of the noise, 
dirt, confusion or other unpleas­ 
ant conditions common 
to 
most 
seaports. 
Clearing 
customs, 
usually 
a 
source of unending grief to trav­ 
ellers. is handled in Sweden with 
a swift efficiency 
and 
courtesy 
which makes it almost a pleasure. 
Shipbuilding Main Industry 
Shipbuilding is one of Gothen- 
berg's chief industries. At present 
the yards are operating at top ca­ 
pacity. The back log of orders for 
new vessels guarantees busy yards 
for at least the next three years, i 
There exists an actual shortage 


of manual and skilled labor. Do­ 
mestic help is at a premium. Ex­ 
tensive industrial and residential 
construction is under way and the 
high wages paid labor is reflect­ 
ed in a 
correspondingly 
steep 
charge for rents and food. 
The Dutch engineers, when lay­ 
ing out the city, did not forget to 
include their beloved canals which 
have since been well maintained 
by the Swedes. Although no long­ 
er used commercially they serve 
as a convenient highway for small 
power launches and enhance the 
loveliness of the city. In the past 
Stockholm has been the recipient 
of most of the 
Swedish 
tourist 
publicity. 
Gothenberg is rapidly 
forging to the front in this respect 
and each year the volume of her 
tourist, traffic increases. 
There is a 
permanent 
amuse­ 
ment park in Gothenberg which is 
a genuine credit to the city. The 
entrance fee is small and the free 
acts provided more than compen­ 
sate for the price of admission. 
The visitor is bound to notice the 
absence of all loud noises, bally­ 
hoo and sharp practices so com­ 
mon in places of this kind in the 
United States. 
At a carnival, a 
place where you would least ex­ 
pect to find it. the 
quiet 
good 
manners, dignity and reserve of 
the Swedish people can be noted. 
They seem to 
enjoy 
themselves 
wholeheartedly but in a manner 
entirely devoid of rowdyism. 
A stranger in Sweden need only 
walk the pleasant streets of Goth­ 
enberg for a few hours to become 
impressed with the prosperous ap­ 
pearance. neat dress 
and 
confi­ 
dent bearing of the Swedish peo­ 
ple. Their peaceful leisurely man­ 
ner is in sharp contrast to the 
hurrying, worried looking people 
one meets in England. They seem 
a people, at peace with themselves 
and the rest of the world, confi­ 
dent of the future, and the role 
they will play in it. 
Yachting Popular Sport 
The water 
variation 
level in 
Gothenberg harbor is a matter of 
inches only, and that, as in Little 
Bay de Noe, is due to wind condi­ 
tions. There is no problem of tide 
to be solved and this is a boon to 
commercial shipping and 
yacht­ 
ing. The Gothenberg yacht club is 
of the most modern design, the 
view of the sun setting over the 
harbor, as seen from the yacht 
club veranda, has been acclaimed 
by visitors from 
all 
over 
the 
world. Behind the harbor break­ 
water. pleasure boats of every size 
and description are moored. 
The most popular type of small 
yacht to be found in Gothenberg 
waters is the famous clinker-built. 
Swedish 
double-ender. 
These 
ships, though small, are credited 
with being the 
most 
sea-worthy 
ever 
designed. 
T h e 
perilous 
storms which blow down the Swe­ 
dish coast without warning neces­ 
sitates cruising ships which can 
withstand heavy seas 
and 
h ig h , 
winds. 
Most of the ships have all-varn­ 
ished hulls which are preferred 
by the Swedish yachtsman to the 
painted types so common in the 
United States. Sailing boats out­ 
number power boats ten to one. 
Resemble* U. P. Climate 
The climate of Gothenberg is 
similar to that of Northern Mich­ 
igan. June. July and August are 
the only three months In which 
summer sports are really enjoya­ 
ble. The people here, are. in one 
respect, more fortunate than the 
residents of the Upper Peninsula. 
The benefits of the midnight sun 
extend far enough south 
to 
In­ 
sure, at this time of the year, day­ 
light until l l p. rn. and dawn at 
3 a. rn. 
In Gothenberg. nature has set­ 
tled the vexing

Scolds Eleanor 


H arry A. McDonald, chairman 
of the Michigan 
unemployment 
compensation commission, yester­ 
day 
announced 
that railroad 
workers will be removed from the 
protection of Michigan’s job 
in­ 
surance system after July I. 
Responsibility for the compen­ 
sation of railroad workers 
who 
become unemployed 
after 
that 
date will be assumed by the fed­ 
eral railroad 
retirement 
board, 
under 
terms of the federal rail­ 
road 
unemployment 
insurance 
act. 
McDonald said th a t after July 
I, 1939, no benefit rights shall 
accrue 
or be recognized under 
Michigan's law 
on 
account 
of 
wages earned in employment with 
railroads. 
“ This means,” he said, 
“ that 
for workers who had nothing but 
railroad 
employment 
prior 
to 
July I, 
their rights to benefits 
under our law will be terminated 
as of July I and taken over 
by 
the railroad retirement board.” 
For those workers 
w h j 
had 
both railroad 
employment 
and 
non-railroad 
employment 
and 
who continue their 
claims 
for 
benefits for a compensable period 
after July I, a reduction will be 
made in the length of time they 
may draw benefits. 
This reduc­ 
tion in duration will be determin­ 
ed 
from the amount of railroad 
earnings which must be excluded. 
For workers 
who 
had 
both 
railroad 
employment 
and 
em­ 
ployment with 
other 
employers 
subject to Michigan law, and who 
file their initial claim so th at the 
first compensable period will be 
after their benefits rights 
from 
the Michigan commission will be 
determined only 
after 
earnings 
'rom 
their railroad employment 
have been excluded. 
“ In other words,” 
McDonald 
explained, 
“ only 
the 
worker's 
earnings from employment 
with 
employers 
subject to Michigan's 
law. other than railroad employ­ 
ers, will be taken into account in 
paying benefits after July I u n ­ 
der our law.” 
Workers wishing to file claims 
for benefits under 
the

program should do so with their 
most recent railroad employer, or 
if not accessible, then with

Prior to July I, an employed 
railroad worker may 
claim 
for 
waiting period credit under

June 16 to June 30 inclusive, re ­

This may be done by register­ 
ing June 20 to Ju ne 30 with

Details of Enforcement 
of New Regulations

New regulations governing th© 
sale of liquor and beer on Sun­ 
days 
recently 
adopted 
by 
the 
Michigan Liquor Control commis­ 
sion will go into effect on S a tu r­ 
day, July I, according to full de­ 
tails received by local law- enforc­ 
ing bodies. 
The new regulations 
are 
con­ 
tained in Rule 11 as amended. No 
licensee shall sell any alcoholic li­ 
quor between the hours of 2 a. rn. 
and 2 p. rn.. E S T . , on any Sun­ 
day. and no lic e n s e e shall s°ll any 
alcoholic liquor between the hours 
of 2 a. rn. and 7 a. rn.. E.S.T . on 
any other day. This rule is applic­ 
able to taverns, A and B hotels, 
class C, SDM. clubs and SDD. 
The rn Ie also applies to 2 4 hour 
beer permits, commonly requested 
by unlicensed bona fide organiza­ 
tions desiring to 
sell 
hoer 
at 
their picnics or outings. In other 
words, they cannot sell beer be­ 
fore 2 p. rn. on Sundays. 
The rule does not prohibit a 
licensed establishment, from open­ 
ing at 6 a. rn. for the sale of 
other merchandise such as meals, 
groceries, drugs, etc.

prohibits the sale

beer 
and 
w'ine between the hours of 2 a. rn. 
and 2 p. rn. on Sundays.
